SINCERITY OF STORY 

IMPRESSES FUNSTON 


Statement Given Out by 
General Trevino Puts the 
Blame on Alleged Obsti- 
nacy of Captain Boyd, 
American Commander. 


San Antonio, Texas, June 22.—Strag- 
giers from the Tenth cavalry detach- 
ment that was in the fight at Carrizal 
arrived at General Pershing’s  head- 
quarters today and told him that the 
fighting began with an unprovoked 
attack on the Americans at the con- 
clusion of a parely with the Mexican 
commander. General Pershing trans- 
mitted their story to General Funston 
tonight who immediately referred it to 
the war department. 

The men were unable to tell any- 
thing regarding the casualties or even 
the later phases of the engagement. 
They retreated during the fight, be- 
came separated from their commands, 
making their. way back to the Ameri- 
can lines. 

Two troops of the Tenth cavalry, 
Companies C, commanded by Captain 
Charles T. Boyd, and company K, com- 
manded by Captain Louis Morcy. com- 
prised the detachment that advanced 
within a mile of Carrizal at 7 a. m.,, 
June 21, They had stopped at 
Ojo de Santo Domingo on the previous 
night, resuming their march towards 
the east at 4 o'clock the next morn- 
ing. 

Asked for Permission. 

From their position in front of Car- 
rizal the commander of the detach- 
ment, believed by Ger®ral Pershing 
to have been Captain Boyd, since he 
was senior in rank to Captain Morey, 
sent forward a Mexican guide.to se- 
cure from the commander of «he Mexi- 
can garrison there permission to pass 
through the town. 

General Felix Gomez sent back word 
by the guide that the Americans 
might pass through if they would con- 
sent *o a parley. Without waiting 
for the commander of the American 
force to reply, General Gomez, accom- 
panied by an aide, appeared and the 
American officer rode forward to talk 
with him. 

While they were talking, the men 
told General Pershing, the Mexican 
troops moved forward in force and de- 
ployed in such manner thas there ap- 
peared danger of the American force 
being surrounded. One of the men, 
who had been holding the horses of 
the American officer and the man who 
had ridden forward with him, said the 
American officer appeared to protest 
against the positions General Gomez's 
troops were taking. A few minutes 
later General Gomez rode off towards 
one end of the Mexican line and im- 
mediately after getting there the Mexi- 
cans began the attack, sweeping the 
American line with a machine gun. 

It was not until then, according to 
the stragglers, that the American com- 
mander gave orders for both troops 
to dismount and return the fire. 

Commander Was Cautioned. 

General Pershing said that before 
the Americans left on the expedition 
both he and Major Evans, of the Tenth 
cavalry, cautioned the commanding of- 
ficer to be very careful not to provoke 
a fight, . 

General Pershing had 
news of the two squadrons 
Eleventh cavalry he sent out this 
morning to get in touch with the 
troops that were at Carrizal. Staff of- 
ficers here calculated that the relief 
arty should reach the remnant of the 
ittle detachment late tonight or to- 
morrow morning. 

lt was assumed that because the two 
troops were returning with their 
wounded progress necessarily was 
slow. 

General Funston appeared impress- 
ed with the sincerity of the’ story 
brought in by the stragglers, but said 
that it would not cause him to send 
any new instructions to General Per- 
shing or to any of the border com- 
manders. 

General Pershing assured General 
Funston that he would forward to him 
as rapidiy as possible any additional 
details he secured and until he is in 
possession of all the facts and is con- 
vinced of their accuracy, Generals Fun- 


ston will make no move calculated to 
complicate the situation. 
SCOUT BLAMES 
U. S. OFFICER. 
Chihuahua City, Mexico, June 22.— 
The seventeen American soldiers, ne- 
gro troopers of the Tenth cavalry, who 
were captured in the battle at Carri-

All these attacks are declared 
to have failed, except near Krevo 
where the Germans crossed the river 
but later were driven back to the west 
bank. 

On both sides of the River Meuse, 
in the region of Verdun and to the east 
of the fortress in the Woevre at the 
foot of the Meuse hills, the Germans 
are heavily bombarding the French. 
Especially heavy are the attacks 
against Hill 304 and Le Mort Homme, 
northwest of Verdun and northeast of 
the fortress around Thiaumont, the 
Vaux wood, Chapitre and Fort Laufee, 
In a counter attack the French have 
retaken from the Germans most of the 
trenches the Germans captured Wed- 
nesday night between the Fumin wood 
and Chenois, northeast of Verdun. 


BRITONS RECAPTURE 
LOST TRENCHES. 


The Germans near Givenchy captured 
British trenches, but later were driven 
out, suffering heavy losses in the 
counter attack. 

Considerable aerial activity against 
German towns has taken place, French 
machines having dropped bombs on 
Treves, Karisruhe and Mulheim. In 
air battfes four German. aeroplanes 
were brought down by the French, 
who, in turn, lost one machine through 
motor trouble. 

No important changes in the situa- 
tion on the Austro-Italian theater or 
in Asiatic Turkey have been reported. 

The ultimatum of the entente pow- 
ers in Greece has been yielded to bv 
the Hellenic kingdom. The demands 
include complete demobilization of tne 
Greek army, the formation of a cabinet 
benevolently neutral to the entente al- 
lies, the holding of new elections and 
the reconstruction of the gendarmerie. 
The Greek cabinet has alneady resign- 
— and another is in process of forma- 
tion.

Seawright Leads Cutting. 

Alderman Seawright led the way in 
cutting down the expenditures of the 
departments He said before the meet- 
ing began that he was favorable to a 
general cut in all disbursements, and 
he held to this statement throughout 
the meeting, making most of the mo- 
tions for cutting, which were seconded 
chiefly by Aldermen Armistead and 
Spratt. 

As a whole, the meeting was lacking 
in argument among the members. Most 
of them realized the need for agree- 
ing on a sheet and with this before 
them went systematically to work to 
make the two sides balance after the 
cut in the water receipts. 

Councilman Farlinger told the com-

F.ncouraged Carranza 


Plotters Planned to Stop 
Munition Shipments, Hin- 
der Submarine Controversy 
and Keep Mexican Gaso- 
line From England. 
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Washington, June 22.--Advices re- 
ceived here from Mexico allege that the 
German representatives there have en- 
couraged General Carranza and the of- 
ficers of the de facto government in 
‘their opposition to United States troops 
remaining in that country. The form 
of encouragement wis said to have been 
moral rather than material. 

The reports further declare that Ger- 
man citizens in Mexico are being treat- 
ed with great consideration, their prop- 
erty not being molested. Some Amer- 
icans have taken advantage of the 
favors accorded German subjects by 
placing their property in the hands of 
German friends upon leaving Mexico. 

This information was disclosed by a 
competent authority in connection with 
information concerning the ectivity in 
Mexican affairs of Captain Franz von 
Rintelen, now under indictment in New 
York for conspiracy to foment strikes 
in munitions plants, and under arrest 
in England. 

Von Rintelen Active. 

Von Rintelen is Known by the au- 
thority mentioned, as well as by gov- 
ernment officials, to have been most ac- 
tive in Mexican affairs. His activities 
began at the time Villa and Carranza 
were at odds and when Huerta went 
to the border to direct a plot to gain 
control of the government. Von Rin- 
telen today was described as having 
been prompted by three motives in en- 
deavoring to stir up trouble between 
the United States and Mexico, although 
primarily his activities were said to

Border Marks Time While 
Awaiting Announcement 
of Washington’s Attitude 
Toward the Carrizal En- 
gagement.

El Paso, Texas, June 22.— Juarez 
was practically evacuated tonight by 
Carranza troops. The ‘commandicia 
was deserted, the wireless station was 
‘dismantled, the collector of cutsoms, 
and General Francisco Gonzales, com- | 
mandant, had left for the interior and 
only a few scattering military patrols | 
‘were to be seen. In addition a large 
‘part of the civilian population left dur- 
ing the day for the south. 

| Troop and supply trains pulled out of 
the Mexican Central station through- 
out the day bound southward, osten- 
sibly to join General Trevino, com- 
manding the Carranza army of the 
north at Chihuahua City. Several of 
the trains, however, were halted with- 
in 20 miles of the city to await or- 
ders. 

Evacuation of border points by Car- 
ranza garrisons was general today, but 
in most instances the troops have been 
concentrated a few miles south of the 
boundary pending developments. Mexi- 
can reports tonight said that virtually 
all of the troops forming the horse 
shoe curve around General Pershing’s 
command have abandoned their stations 
in the vicinity of Casas Grandes, El 
Valley, Namiquipa and San Antonio. It 
is believed these forces have moved. 
eastward to points from which they can 
more readily effect junctions with Gen- 
eral Trevino’s main command. 

Waiting on Washington. 

The border tonight was marking time 
awaiting the announcement from Wash- 
ington of the government's attitude 
after General Pershing’s report on the 
engagement is received. Stress is laid 
on tthe fact that from the time the first 
ragged Mexican rode into Villa Ahu- 
mada yesterday bearing the news of the 
Carrizal engagement until early to- | 
night all information has come from 
Mexican sources. 

When told that Washington, from in-. 
formation available, was inclined to 
place responsibility for the Carrizal 
clash on the subordinate commanders ' 
of both sides, Mexican Consul Garcia‘: 
here expressed ‘satisfaction. 

A Detached Incident. 

‘That has been my view from the 
beginning,” he said. “The fight is a de- | 
tached incident that does not bear on 
the main question except insofar as it, 
may inflame the two peoples.”

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GEORGIA PEACH GROWERS 
GETTING CASH FOR FRUIT 


Peaches Being Shipped F. O. B. 
to Western Markets by 
Fruit Exchange. 


It ig a peculiarly interesting fact 
that, according to the records of the 
Georgia Fruit exchange, an extraor- 
dinarily large proportion of Georgia's 
early peach crop is going to the west- 
ern markets instead of to New York 
and other eastern points. This is _in- 
dicative of an increased demand in 
the western territory which may have 
important bearing upon the market. 

Another very gratifying feature of 
the peach situation to Georgia grow- 
ers this year is the fact that practi- 
cally all of the fruit to date has been 
sold on an f.o.b. basis, which means 
that cash money is turned over to 
the grower before the car leaves the 
state. These cash sales have been ex- 
traordinarily large this year, more 
so than usual with the early fruit. 

There had been shipped from Geor- 
gia up to Saturday, June 17, a total 
of 88 cars, while the eS8timate of the 
week through Saturday, June 24, is 
126 cars. The fruit exchange sees no 
eason to make any change in its orig- 
nal estimate of 3,300 to 3,500 cars 
as the total of the Georgia crop. 

There is a healthy tone in all the 
markets, and reports from exchange 
inspectors in various localities are 
most optimistic regarding the ability 
of these markets to consume a large

CANDLER WILL DRAFT 
STATE ROAD REPORT 


Commission Will Then Be 
Called to Meet to Act 
Upon Statement. 


The Western and Atlantic railroad 
commission, in session at the capitol 
yesterday, authorized Chairman Mur- 
phey Candler, of the cammission, to 
draft the report of the commission to 
the coming session of the general aa- 
sembly, as provided for in the act 
which created the commission. 

This report will review generally 
the work which the commission has 
done to date, but, likely, will not go 
into detail because the work of the 
commission has not proceeded to a 
point where the making public of all 
details is deemed advisable. 

The report will probably make sev- 
eral recommendations to the legisla- 
ture, the exact nature of which has 
not been disclosed. The report, how- 
ever, will not deal with the question 
of re-leasing the road or of extending 
it to the sea. Among the recommenda- 
tions which the report will make, 
though, will likely be that the clause 
in the commission act touching the 
prohibition of sub-leasing rights, be 
stricken from the act, and that the 
powers of the commission be broad- 
ened in certain respects. 

Chairman Candler will draft this 
report and then call the commission 
into session again for the reading and 
approval of the report. 

At the meeting of the commission 
Thursday, J. A. J. Henderson appeared 
before the commission and urged: an 
extension of time until July 24 for fil- 
ing with the commission certain in- 
fomation which the commission had 
previously requested concerning his 
proposition to build an extension of the 
state road to the sea upon condition 
that the state would issue $10,000,000 
in bonds, the project pending a lease 
of the proposed extension, which lease 
Mr. Henderson proposes to guarantee. 
The commission desires to know of Mr. 
Henderson who his associates in the 
project are, details of the financing 
plan, what railroads or parts of roads 
he proposes to include in such an ex- 
tension, what route such a road would 
take, what counties _ it would pass 
through, and other similar data. 

The fact that this information will 
not be available before July 24 pre- 
cludes the lixelihood of a discussion of 
the extension to the sea feature in the 
report to the coming session of the 
legislature. 

The commission decided Thursday, 
however, to make a trip to St. Mary's 
within the next sixty days to make 
an inspection of the water front prop- 
erty owned and said to be owned by 
the state at that point, which is a pro- 
posed terminus of the proposed exten- 
sions of the state road to the sea. 

The commission named J. G. Cohen 
who is already connected with the 
Western and Atlantic commission, as 
secretary-stenographer of the com- 
mission, to succeed Campbell Wallace, 
resigned secretary of the state railroad 
commission, who was also nerw ies in 
the capacity of secretary to the est- 
ern and Atlantic commission. 

Want State Road Extended. 

The board of trade of the city of St. 
Mary’s, representing the citizens of 
St. Mary’s and Camden county, has 
adopted resolutions pledging their sup- 
port and endeavors toward the -exten- 
sion of the state road to the sea. The 
resolutions also invite the Western and 
Atlantic leasing commission to visit 
St. Mary’s and examine the property of 
the state located there. 

The commission, in session in Atlan- 
ta Thursday, decided to go to St. Mary's 
and make an inspection of the states 
property. 

The resolutions are as follows: 

Whereas, the State of Georgia now pos- 
sesses two valuable properties, consisting of 
the W. & A. R. R., extending from Atlanta, 
Ga., to Chattanooga, Tenn., and a beautiful 
site for a railroad terminus at Point Peter, 
extending for several miles along the deep 
water of St. Mary’s river and Cumber- 
land sound; and, 

Whereas, we believe that the best and 
possibly the only way to protect said road 
is by extending it to deep water, thereby 
creating a road so great within itself that 
it would be independent of all other lines; 
and, 

Whereas, by extending said road to Point 
Peter, these two valuable properties now 
owned by the state would be connected, the 
value of each greatly enhanced, a rapidly 
growing section of Georgia 
developed and a wonderful deep-water port 
(the best on the south Atlantic) opened up 
to the commerce of the world; and, 

Whereas, we believe that the members 
of the W. & A. re-leasing commission, before 
making their repoft to the approaching ses- 
sion of the legislature, should see for them- 
selves the magnificent terminus site now 
owned by the state, as well as the adjacent

GEORGIA CANNERS 
APPLY FOR CHARTER 


State Chamber of Commerce 
Starts Ball Rolling to Or- 
ganize Canners of State. 
Has Large Order From a 
South American: Company 
for Canned Goods. 


A charter for the Georgia Canners’ 
association will be applied for imme- 
diately and another meeting will be 
held at the state chamber of commerce 
on Thursday, June 29, at 3 p. m. 

This action was decided on yesterday 
morning, when a preliminary meeting 
of people interested in the proposed 
canners’ association was held. 

The meeting was called to order by 
the secretary of the Georgia Chamber 
of Commerce, and R. R. Sibley, of Dem- 
orest, outlined the wonderful opportu- 
nity which was presented to Georgia 
in the market which could be secured 
for Georgia canned goods. He stated 
that the name “Georgia” on a can could 
be made to mean as much as the word 
“Georgia” now means on fresh fruit, 
and that if this were done, Georgia 
would have a new industry bringing 
to the state between five and ten mil- 
lion dollars per year. 

Will Ship Goods to South America. 

J. A. Compoamor, of the Compania 
Hispania Americano Produce company, 
announced that’ his company was in the 
market for $30,000 worth of canned 
goods, to be shipped to Latin America. 
He stated that preference would be 
given Georgia canned géods if Georgia 
canners would standardize their prod- 
uct. 

Miss Hoyle Skinner, in charge of the 
Canning club work in Fulton county, 
was present and stated that she was 
very much interested in any effort 
which would secure a cash market for 
the products of the Girls’ Canning clubs 
of the state.

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THE MEXICAN OUTBREAK! 

The apparently unwarranted and uncalled- 
for attack by Mexican forces upon a detach- 
ment of United States regulars near the bor- 
der seems to have precipitated between 
Mexico and the United States the conflict 
which for months has been regarded in- 
evitable. 

Whatever may be said by the Mexican 
authorities in justification of the attack, the 
responsibility for which, it is reported, is 
openly proclaimed by the Mexican minister 
of war, General Obregon, it is conceded by 
both sides that the Mexicans took the initia- 
tive in the resort to arms, though it is appar- 
ent that their claim will be that the Amerti- 
cans were attempting to take possession of, 
and make a stand at, the little town of Car- 
rizal. The official statement of General 
Pershing will be read with interest as bear- 
ing upon this point—but it will probably not 
alter the very material fact that the Mexi- 
can fire on the American troops at Carrizal 
has brought about a state of war and precip- 
itated a conflict, the inevitable end of which 
will be the conquest, and perhaps the annex- 
ation, of Mexico. 

Our last conflict with Mexico gave us 
Texas and a large part of our territory now 
lying along and beyond the Rockies. The 
contest was not a long one, nor was it—in 
comparison with our own civil war and the 
greater havoc now ravaging Europe—a 
bloody one. Nor is it to be assumed that 
our task today will be more serious than in 
our former war with Mexico. Indeed, our 
success now should be even more certain 
and more rapid than then—for our foolish 
adversary is today bleeding from the turmoil 
and the strife of four years of civil dissen- 
sion and war, bandit administration, and 
public discord amounting either to revolu- 
tion or anarchy, while our own country is 
now rounding the most prosperous year ever 
recorded in the annals of American history. 

Bent, broken, and beaten at home, even 
before presenting its lacerated front to the 
most powerful country on the western hem- 
isphere, if not in the world, the poor, mis- 
guided, misjudging Mexicans are to be 
pitied rather than to be denounced for the 
desperate venture on which Carranza is 
about to stake his all with the certainty of 
losing not only his official head, but perhaps 
of losing to Mexico its independence—only 
after its complete demonstration to the 
world that it is neither worthy of liberty nor 
capable of guaranteeing it to its people. 

After all, whatever there is to be $f 
liberty in Mexico must, it seems, be planted 
in the blood of conflict and defended by the 
Stars and Stripes—at least until Mexico has 
had an opportunity to return to reason. 

A day may tell the story! A miracle may 
be wrought that may avert war! Who 
knows? God grant that the desperate Dic- 
tator of Mexico may vet be led to see the 
Light, and that he may yet let us help lead 
his distressed people, without war, to the 
path of peace, prosperity and continued 
independence! 


AS TO MOTOR ROUTES. 
The United States senate has wisely 
- adopted an amendment to the postal appro- 
priation bill, which will require the postoffice 
department to limit the establishment of 
automobile routes for rural mail delivery to 
such roads as are known to be serviceable 
for motor travel every day in the year. 

It was the precipitate haste of the depart- 
ment to introduce this innovation into. the 
rural mail service without regard to road 
conditions that brought about serious diffi- 
culties and numerous complaints in those 
tates in which the ill-advised experiment 
Was attempted. 

be trouble with the department was 


| that in its eagerness to economize it mate- 
rially crippled the service by ordering the 


roads which were not in condition for this 
class of service except part of the time. The 
result was inefficiency and failure of deliv- 
ery in sudden or unexpected bad weather 
conditions, and a necessary return to the 
horse-drawn vehicle until there was suffi- 
cient improvement in the condition of the 
roads for automobile service. 

The department’s action thus brought 
inconvenience upon the patrons of such mail 
routes as well as upon the carriers who, not- 
withstanding the fact that they were com- 
pelled to maintain and meet the expense of 
their automobile, were required also to take 
on the additional burden of securing a horse 
and buggy whenever the conditions of the 
roads required it. The sehate’s action in 
amending the postal appropriation bill wil! 
remedy this trouble. Under this amend- 
ment, before establishing an automobile de- 
livery route, the postoffice department will 
be required to obtain a certificate ftom the 
county road officials showing that the roads 
to be traversed will provide practically unin- 
terrupted service every day in the year. 

This, as The Constitution has always con- 
tended, is the only reasonable or possible 
basis upon which efficient and serviceable 
automobile routes can be established. In 
this way the request for such routes will 
come practically from the people themselves, 
and before they are established they will 
know that they can secure regular and unin- 
terrupted service from one year’s end to the 
other. 

It is well that the directions to the post- 
office department in this matter are to be 
put into the form of law. It will mean that 
there will be no more careless or unwar- 
ranted experimenting to the detriment of 
the rural delivery service. 


DANGEROUS DELAY. 

It is hard to understand the delay of 
council in approving the recommendation of 
the school board for the construction of ad- 
ditional school rooms to the Girls’ High and 
the Boys’ Tech High schools. 

The need for more accommodation is 
pressing, in view of the near approaching 
school term; the finance committee has in- 
cluded the item of necessary expense in its 
budget, and yet for three months nothing 
has been done 

Council is “at sea” about the matter 
simply because “other items in the budget 
are not in keeping with the ideas of council, 
as a whole.”’ ; 

So it has been a case of back and forth 
to the finance committee. And nothing 
done! 

And through this inexcusable delay, 
something like 310 of our school children 
will be denied school privileges for the year 
—unless council soon acts. 

It is no time for haggling over this or 
that item in the budget as being out of har- 
mony with certain ideas of council; the con- 
gested conditions in the Girls’ High and the 
Boys’ Tech High schools must be relieved, 
so that these conditions will not confront 
those who are ready to enter the 
school term begins. 

It will be a mighty poor apology for the 
lack of educational home preparedness to 
say at the opening of the new school term 
that council couldn’t see its way clear to 
make room for those who have a right to 
demand seats. 

There is still time to meet the require- 
ments of the situation if council will leave 
off quibbling over so-called “technicalities’’ 
and get down to business!

Rural Credits Legislation 
Based on Real Need of Farmers, 
Says Chairman M. B. Wellborn 


: An interesting and instructive exposition 
of the need and practical workings of rural 
credits legislation, as planned by the fed- 
€ral government, is given in the following 
list of questions, which were submitted by 
the National Implement and Vehicle Asso- 
ciation of Chicago, Ill. and the answers 
thereto which are given by M. B. Wellborn, 


Chairman of the -board of directors of the | 


Federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta: 

1. Is the demand for rural credits legisla- 
tion based on any real need of the American 
farmer not now supplied satisfactorily by 
non-governmental agencies” Answer: Yes; 
there is a real need of rural credit legisla- 
tion, whereby the farming class can obtain 
long-time loans at a low rate of interest, 
On an amortization plan as outlined in the 
rural credits bill. 

2. Is the primary aim of this legislation 
to render substantial aid for the advance- 
ment of better agricultural methods? An- 
Swer: I feel it is the aim of our legislators 
to render substantial aid for the betterment 
of agriculture, through the opportunities of- 
fered the farmers to secure long-time loans, 
‘on the amortization plan, at 6 per cent in- 
terest, by which they would be enabled to 
make necessary improvements and extend 
their operations by taking on live stock, 
dairy business, etc., in addition to cotton or 
any one crop farming. 

3. »Why is the land-owning class only 
made the beneficiaries of these proposed 
laws? Answer: I do not think it is designed 
to help the land-owning class. It will be at- 
tractive to the land-owners who are living 
on their land and who wish to purchase cat- 
tle or other live stock and make necessary 
Improvements to develop the live stock bus- 
iness, which requires a considerable outlay 
of capital and on which it will take eight or 
ten years to receive substantial returns. 

Tenants on 60 Per Cent of Farms. 

4. With over 60 per cent of the farms of 
this country occupied by tenants on short- 
time leases depreciating the fertility of the 
soil, and with this class steadily increasing 
in numbers, why has not the importance of 
this phase of the question been recognized? 
Answer: This phase of the question is, I 
think, fully recognized in that there is-a 
great opportunity for those who are now 
tenants to become land owners. 

o. Do you know of any provision whereby 
the tenant can secure loans on long time 
to be paid off on the amortization. plan, 
which is provided in some of the pending leg- 
islation tor the land-owners” Answer: A 
tenant farmer who wishes to purchase a 
farm can borrow, under the proposed bill, 
60 per cent of the value of the land mort- 
gaged and 20 per cent of the value of the 
permanent, insured improvements thereon. 
The land-owner who sells the land can ac- 
cept the amount borrowed by the purchaser 
and take a second mortgage for the balance 
of the purchase money. For instance, if 
the purchaser borrows on 36 annual pay- 
ments, the payments will be so small that 
he can very easily pay off the second mort- 
gage before maturity of the first mortgage. 
The land-owner having the second mortgage, 
after a few payments have been made can 
very likely tind a purchaser for his sec- 
ond mortgage, if he desires to do so. The an- 
nual payments being made on the first mort- 
gage will constantly make better the second 
mortgage and will soon put it in shape for 
selling purposes, or make it a gilt-edge in- 
vestment for the holder thereof. 
doubt many farmers, 
fairly well off in live stock and farming 
utensils, would hail with delight the idea 
of acquiring a farm of their own, on the 
terms as outlined above; and many large 
land-owners would be glad to get in cash 
60 per cent on the land they wish to sell and 
retain a second mortgage for the remainder 
of the purchase price. To make the second 
mortgage more attractive, the seller could 
require the purchaser to take out a life in- 
Surance policy and put it up to secure the 
holder. This would probably be quite agree- 
able to the purchaser, for, in case ot his 
death, before the maturity of the mortgage, 
with the proceeds of the insurance policy 
his family could at once pay off the indebt- 
edness on the land.

An- 
swer: My answer to question No. 5, 1 think, 
covers this. 

7. Will the proposed legislation have a 
tendency to increase absentee-landlordism? 
Answer: Absentee landlordism will, 1 think, 
be gradually eliminated, because an oppor- 
tunity will be given the BEST tenants to 
acquire land ana the less’ desirable tenants 
will be unattractive to the land-owners, who 
will naturally desire to dispose of their land 
and make otner forms. of investments. 

8. What, in your opinion, can be done to 
enable the worthy and capable tenant to com- 
pete with the land-owning farmer in the 
business of farming without making him 
the subject of paternalism? Answer: There 
is not enough paternalism in this proposition 
to hurt anyone, for the bonds issued against 
these securities will have to be paid by the 
farmer by the sweat of his brow, and it is 
only giving them a fair opportunity—the 
first one they have ever had offered them— 
to pull themselves up to some 
success and by their prosperity be a blessing 
to the whole country. The government is 
only lending a helping hand to agriculture 
and nothing like they have done for the 
manufacturing interests under the protective 
system, for the past fifty years. 


Council’s Delay 
With School Funds 


May Prove Serious 


Council’s delay in approving the recom- 
mendation of the school bogrd for an appro- 
priation from moneys now on hand, for the 
construction of necessary additional school 
rooms to the Girls’ High and the Boys’ Tech 
High schools, threatens to produce an un- 
precedented and most embarrassing and real- 
ly serious situation in Atlanta when the 
school year opens next September. 

These additions to the present high school 
buildings, each to cost in the neighborhood 
of $7,500, it is pointed out, are absolutely 
essential to meet the assured demands upon 
the two schools at the opening of the new 
school year next September; and just a lit- 
tle more delay on the council’s part will 
mean that approximately 150 Atlanta girls 
and 160 boys will be denied the privilege of 
attending high school in the city during the 
forthcoming year. 

The matter of making the necessary ap- 
propriation has been in the council's hands 
approximately three months. The money 
is on hand, and the need for its application 
toward the increasing of the high schools’ 
seating capacity as recommended by the 
board has not been questioned. The finance

Indians Not Mistreated 
When Moved From Georgia 


Editor Constitution: May I add to Dr. 
Cotter’s strong and convincing denial that 
the Indians were mistreated when removed 
from Georgia? 

My grandfather, Colonel Benjamin Camp, 
of Campbell county, was a commissioned of- 
ficer in the forces which effected their 
transfer to Ross’ Landing, on the Tennessee 
river. He said that they maintained a 
cheerful demeanor throughout the march. 

When the column halted to rest the In- 


dian youths played ball for the amusement 
of themselves and the whites. The women 
and children were given frequent rides upon 
the supply wagons and horses of the soldiers. 
There was not a death in his detachment. 
One man named Argo was allowed to escape 
in order to return to his negro wife. 

At Fort Deposit, a long stop was made 
awaiting ammunition. The canoe in 
which a guard was rowing in the Oostanau- 
la having overturned, the man was saved 
from drowning by a young brave who quick- 
ly dived to the rescue. 

Colonel Camp also said that the distress 
of the Indians at leaving their unripe crop 
of corn aroused the sympathy of the soldiers 
at the start. My great-grandfather, Major 
William Beck, of Elbert county, who was 
with Andrew Jackson in the Seminole war, 
had a devoted Creek guide who bore him 
through the swamps upon his shoulders. 
Sometimes at night when the camp fire 
burned low, thinking his master asleep, the 
Indian would don the major'’s uniform and 
strut about muttering, “Me George Wash- 
ington.” Upon separation, the Indian's grief 
was sincere.

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GREECE ACCEPTS 
ALLIES’ DEMANDS 


Premier Skouloudis and the 
Cabinet Resign—New Cab- 
-inet Will. Be Formed by 
Former Premier Zaimis. 


London, June 22.—Great Britain re- 
ceived with relief and satisfaction to- 
day the news that the Greek govern- 
ment had accepted the demands of the 
entente allies for the demobilization of 
the Greek army, the dissolution of the 
chamber of deputies and a general elec- 
tion. The British demands, contained 
in a note to Greece, were officially an- 
nounced tonight to have been as fol- 
lows: 

“First—Real and complete demobi- 
lization of the Greek army, which must, 
with the least possible delay, be placed 
on a peace footing. 

“Second—The imediate replacing of 
the present Greek cabinet by a business 
cabinet having no political color and 
offering all necessary guarantees for 
the application of benevolent neutrality 
toward the allied powers and sincere 
consultation of the national wishes. 

“Third—The immediate dissolution of 
the chamber, followed by new elections 
after the period required by the consti- 
tution and after general demobilization 
has restored the electoral body to nor- 
mal conditions. 

“Fourth—RHeplacement of certain po- 
lice functionaries, whose attitude, in- 
spired by foreign infiuence, has facili- 
tuted attempts against peaceable citi- 
zens, as well as insults against the al- 
lied legations and those under their 
jurisdiction.” 

When on the fall of M. Venizelos, the 
entente allies landed a force at Saloniki, 
the attitude of Greece was a burning 
questiouw and apprehension was felt in 
wil the allied countries, especially 
France, at the prospect of German mili- 
tary activity in the Near East. Later, 
however, with the Russian success in 
Asia Minor, less anxiety was felt on 
this ground. Nevertheless, the recent 
Bulgarian occupation oi the Greek 
tronuer of fort Kupel, and the renew- 
al of German activities in Atnens, 
proved that danger still existed. There- 
upon the’ alliea powers began to sup- 
piy further pressure in the shape ol a 
partial blocnade of Greek ports. ‘rhe 
rumor was current that Greece had 
signed an agreement with Bulgaria for 
the peacetul evacuation ot all the 
frontier forts. 

he Skouloudis ministry promised a 
partial demobilization, vut, probably 
owing to the powerful influence of the 
king and his court, never carried it 
out.

Three More Business Firms 
‘Announce That — 
Protect Employ 


From the very first business firms 
of Atlanta have shown a willingness to, 
allow their employees to enlist for 
service with the militia without losing 
their positions. Several firms have 
gone further and in addition to holding 
places open for men who enlisted have 
agreed to pay them their salaries dur- 
ing actual service. 

Three more patriotic business con- 
cerns with branch offices in this city, 
have announced that they will protect 
their employees that enlist. The latest 
additions to the list are the American 
Tobacco company, Armour & Co., and 
the Firestone Tire and Rubber com- 
pany. 

Wylie West, local manager of the 
Firestone company, Thursday announc- 
ed to employees of the Atlanta branch 
that his company would pay salaries 
to any that enlisted or were already 
members of the militia. This company 
proposes to make up the difference be- 
tween the company and army pay. Men 
who have been with the company three 
years will be paid in full, men with 
the company less than three years and 
longer than one will get two-thirds 
pay, and men with the company less 
than one year will get half pay. Two 
employees of this firm are already 
members of the state militia and there 
are several more of the thirty-six men 
employed here who may enlist. 

All employees of the American To- 
bacco company who enlist for service 
will receive their full pay during their 
absence from their work. Their posi- 
tions will also be held open for them 
according to Percival S. Hill, president 
of the organization. George A. Moltz, 
manager of the local branch, has no- 
tifled all men in his employ of this 
provision on the part of the home 
company. 

Armour & Co.—with headquarters in 
Chicago, and branches throughout the 
United States—has issued a general or- 
der to the effect that all its employees 
now members of the national guard 
who desire to “go to the front” are to 
be relieved from their work, their 
places held for them until their return, 
and the difference between their army 
pay and their present salary will be 
paid to them while in the service by 
Armour & Co.

“In the region in front of Dubatow- 
ka, 12 verts south of Lake Vichnevs- 
koie, the Germans, after intense are 
tillery preparation, launched an of- 
fensive and seized a portion of our 
trenches. We hastened _reinforce- 
ments to the scene and drove the ene- 
my back to his own trenches. 

“South of Krevo the Germans cross- 
ed the River Krevlianka. Our fire pre- 
vented their further advance and drove 
them back to the west bank of the 
river. 

“On the Oginski canal and Jasiolda 
river there has been artillery and rifle 
fire. During the day our fire brought 
down two German aeroplanes within 
our lines, one two versts south of the 
Listopady station on the Bologos-Ged- 
letz railway and the other near the 
Jouk farm, ten verts southeast of the 
mouth of the Oginski canal. Both the 
machines were completely destroyed 
and their pilots killed. 

“In the region of Gruziatyn the ene- 
my .attacked in mass formation, but 
was put to flight, leaving on the 
ground numbers of killed and wounded. 

“In the region west of Sokul, on the 
Styr, we repulsed, by a counter attack 
a German offensive and captured 
about 600 prisoners and some machine 
guns. In the same region the enemy’s 
heavy artillery launched gusts of fire 
from the region of Mylsk.” 


FRENCH RECAPTURE 
LOST GROUND. 


Paris, June 22.—French troops today 
recaptured a greater part of the 
ground lost to the Germans last: night 
between Fumin wood and Chenois, the 
war office announced tonight. Heavy 
artillery fire is in progress around 
Verdun, the statement adds, especially 
to the n h of Thiaumont, where the 
bombard nt took on a character of 
unpreceda@mted violenge. 

The statement fofows: 

“In the region to the south of Las- 
signy a strong German reconnaissance 
attacked one of our advance posts aft- 
er artillery preparation. Repulsed by 
our fire, the enemy dispersed, leaving 
several dead on the ground. 

“On both banks of the Meuse the 
bombardment with shells of heavy 
-aliber continued throughout the day 

ith extreme violence. On the left 
bank the enemy especially directed his 
fire against our positions on Hill 304 
and Le Mort Homme and on our second 
lines in the region of Esnes and Chat- 
tancourt. 

“At 6 o'clock in the evening an at- 
tack directed against our trenches be- 
tween Hil! 304 and the Bethincourt 
brook was completely repulsed after 
very spirited fighting with grenades. 

“On the right bank a counter attack 
carried out by us in the afternoon en- 
abled us to re-occupy the greater part 
of the elements where the enemy had 
gained a footing last night between 
Fumin wood and enois.~ 

“The bombardment from 6 o'clock 
took on a character of unprecedented 
violence on the front to the north of 
the Thiaumont fortified works, the 
Vaux wood, Chapitre and the sector 
of La Laufee (one of the detached 
military works of Verdun). 

“In the Woevre the artillery action 
has been intense in the region at the 
foot of the Meuse hills. 

“Quite spirited cannonading has been 
carried on on the rest of the front, 
notably in Champagne in the sector of 
Mont Tetu. 


Victories for Airmen. 


“Aviation: In the reprisal for the 
successive bombardments carried out 
by the Germans the last few days on 
the open towns of Bar-Le Duc and 
Luneville, our aerial squadrons have 
executed several operations in enemv 
territory.- On the night of June 21-22 
eighteen shells were dropped on the 
town of Treves, where a great fire 
broke out. Today a flotilla of nine 
aeroplanes dropped forty” shells on 
Karlsruhe (175 kilometers from 
Nancy ). 

“Another group of ten aeroplanes set 
out to bombard Mulheim (on the right 
bank of the Rhine). Fifty shells were 
dropped on the military establishments 
at that town.

EMPLOYEES MAY ENLIST 


NEED MONEY NOW 
FOR SCHOOL WORK 


If Much More Time Is Lost, 
310 High School Boys and 
Girls Will Be Denied Ad- 
mission. : 


During a brief discussion of the pre- 
dicament the school authorities are in 
with reference to the appropriation by 
council of funds with. which to build 
necessary additions to the Girls’ and 
the Boys’ Tech High schools, President R. 
J. Guinn, at yesterday’s meeting of the 
board of education, suggested that the 
finance committee of the city council be 
urged to take this appropriation from 
the rest of the finance sheet and rush 
it through. 

Jesse W. Armistead, president of coun- 
cil, and a member of the finance com- 
mittee of that body, who was present 
at the board meeting, was asked by 
Mr. Guinn if this were possible. 

“It is,” replied Mr. Armistead, “and 
at the finance committee’s meeting to- 
night I certainly shall do all I can to 
see that this is done.” 

The funds are needed in time to com- 


1 plete the additions, which will obviate 
the necessity, when school opens. in 
September, of denying admission to the 
High schools, of 310 Atlanta boys and 
girls. When the committee met, how- 
ever, the school building items were 
kept in the sheet for council to pass 
on next Monday. 

“I certainly hope no further time will 
be lost in this matter,” said President 
Guinn, “and that at the earliest pos- 
sible moment we may have the money 
so that we can begin figuring with 
‘architects and builders: because if 
much more time is lost we shall not 
possibly be able to have the required 
extra room for the opening of the 
school year.” 

Bad Teeth Common in Schools. 

According to the report of Dr. W. N. 
Adkins, medical director, covering the 
last school year, a total of 15,429 At- 
lanta school pupils were given medical 
examination, and 9,823 of them, or 63.3 
per cent, found to be physically de- 
tective. 

The chief defect found was in the 
teeth of the pupils, and on this phase 
of his report, Dr. Adkins said: 

“Decayed and defective teeth far out- 
number all other defects. Of 17,003 
detects found existing in 14,709 school 
children, there were 5,634 of them with 
defective teeth. I don’t think anyone 
at all familiar with the subject will 
deny that decayed teeth are by far the 
most serious of all the defects as a 
whole, and a child with such teeth is 
or will be seriously impaired physi- 
cally and therefore handicapped men- 
tally. Of all the physical defects, teeth 
are by far the most difficult to per- 
suade parents to have attended to, 
therefore this subject presents an im- 
portant problem.” 

The medical director was, by vote of 
the board, instructed to interview the 
dentists of the city and ascertain how 
many of them will volunteer to give 


gratis treatment to pupils whose par- 
ents cannot afford to pay for it, and! 
also how many. pupils thus can be 
treated. - 


Green Pleads for High School Pupils. 


During a discussion of the summer 
vacation schools for pupils who failed 
in certain subjects at the final exami- 
nation, Dan Green raised the point that 
this work should be extended to the 
high schools. As the system now stands 
only the grammar schoo) pupils may! 
profit by the vaaction schools free of } 
charge, a tuition fee of $25 being ex-' 
acted from each high school pupil who 
continues his studies during vacation 
time in oder to e up for lost 
time during the school year or to gain 
headway in any branch or branches in 
which he was proven deficient in the, 
examinations. 

“This isn’t fair nor right,” said Mr. 
Green. “Here we're crowding the pu- 
pils through the grammar grades, giv- 
ing them every opportunity to cram and 
get into the high school; then we dump 
them, and just the same as tell them 
that if they get the same help there 
that they got in the grades they’v 
to pay cash for it. It’s an injusti 
the children and on the parents.” 

The board calculated that there is 
between $600 and $700 available from 
the $6,000 appropriated for vacation 
schools, which might just as well be 
applied to providing vacation training 
to high aches pupils—which amount 
is over and above the estimated cost 
for the summer of the grade vacation 
schools.

The board voted, however, that inas- 
much as it will meet again July 3, a 
specific report of the superintendent 
and the finance committee can be made 
at that time, and the school, in accord- 
ance with Mr. Green’s desire, opened 
on the second Monday in July. That 
would give the high school students 
needing it two full months of extra 
training, free of cost to themselves. 
This decision was acquiesced in by Mr.

Georgia-Alabama League Head

The game of June 16 at Rome, which 
was forfeited to Newnan by Umpire 
Terry, acting under instructions from 
Manager Matthews, of the Newnan 
club, has been awarded to the Rome 
club by President Dick Jemison, of the 
Georgia-Alabama league, 

One game has been deducted from 
the won side of Newnan and added to 
her lost side, while one has been de- 
ducted from Rome's loss side and added 
to her won side. 

The game in question terminated in 
the eighth inning When, with Flynn, of 
Newnan, on third, two men out and 
two strikes and no balls on Davis, 
Pitcher Cates, of the Rome club, de- 
livered what Umpire Blackburn claims 
he called the third strike. 

On the pitch Flynn stole home. New- 
nan players and fans contend Umpire 
Blackburn called it a ball. Newnan 
fans came out on the field and escort- 
ed Umpire Blackburn from the field, 
refusing to permit him to umpire any 
further. 

Manager Manush, of the Rome eclub, 
refused to continue the game after 
the league umpire left, unless the 
score remained 3 to 2, Newnan claim- 
ing that Flynn had scored with the 
tying run. his Newnan refused to do 
and the Rome club left the field, after 
which the substitute umpire declared 
the game forfeited. :

GEORGIA AND FLORIDA 
MAY BUY AUGUSTA SOU. 


Negotiations, Which Have 
Been Pending Some Time, 
Nearing Consummation. 


Augusta, Ga. June 22.—(Special.)— 
There is information that negotiations 
are pending through which it is con- 
templated that the Georgia and Florida 
railroad will take over the Augusta 
Southern railroad at an early date. 

These negotiations have been in prog- 
ress some time, but it appears that 
they are now nearing consummation. 
Those in Augusta who are in position 
to know of the matter decline to dis- 
cuss it for publication. There is reason 
to know, however, that the plan is well 
under way, with every reason to believe 
that it will succeed. 

The receivers of the Georgia and 
Florida are expected to meet in Augusta 
tomorrow. 

The Georgia and Florida railway is 
the outgrowth of the purchase by the 
John Skelton Williams syndicate, of 
Baltimore, of the old Allen W. Jones 
road, near Augusta, and several other 
short lines, which the syndicate con- 
nected by construction of links, mak- 
ing a complete line from Madison, Fia., 
to Keysville, a point on the Augusta 
Southern road near Augusta. From 
Keysville the Georgia and Florida op- 
erates into Augusta over the line of the 
Augusta Southern, an unessential 
branch of the Southern railway system, 
extending from Augusta to Tennille, 

In the pans f a of the Geor- 

ja and Florida the road had a more or 
ess serious set-back by a strike, fol- 
lowed by a contention taken before the 
Rational arbitration board, in which 
a decision was awarded requiring the 
Georgia and Florida to pay standard 
wages, despite the showing that the 
road was not able on its earnings to 
do so. This was shortly followed by 
receivership, the court naming three re- 
ceivers, who have since been operat- 
ing the property. 

t is known that during the past 
year the business of the road under 
the receivership operation has picked 
up enormously and at this time is in 
probably better shape than at any time 
since the road opened. This and the 
almost unprecedented prosperity in 
that territory through which the road 
operates, for the immediate future, is 
said to have not only put the Georgia 
and Florida on its feet, but enabled it

New York, June 22.—There was 4 
very excited and rapid advance in the 
cotton market here this afternoon on 
a scare of July shorts, with all months 
selling above the best level reached = 
the bull movement of last meeth. omy 
contracts advanced trom 12.99 to 19.99, 
or fully $2 per baile above the cioeens 
price of yesterday, and closed at 13.29 
with the general list closing steady at 
a net advance of 28 points to 42 points. 

Trading was not particularly active 
early in the day and fluctuations were 
more or less irregular. The opening 
Was steady at an advance of 4 to 9 
points in response to relatively steady 
cables, but there was quite a good deal 
of scattered realizing, which came 
partly from Wall street sources. The 
unsettled ruling of the stock market 
probably accounted for part of this sell- 
ing, while there was aiso some selling 
on a private acreage report indicating 
that the area planted this spring would 
amount to 39,617,271 acres, or 12.68 per 
cent increase over the estimate of the 
same authority last year. 

Such an area would be the largest on 
record and with the weather map con- 
sidered rather more favorable, the fig- 
ures probably exerted some influence 
on sentiment. Offerings were very well 
taken on a setback to about last night's 
closing figures, however, and prices 
steadied during the middle of the day 
on bullish gituation spot advices and 
reports that cotton previously intended 
for delivery on July contracts was be- 
ing sold to exporters. As prices work- 
ed up offerings became smaller and the 
demands more active, with the market 
developing extraordinary strength dur- 
ing the early afternoon. October con- 
tracts sold up from 13.13, the early low 
level, to 13.47, while December ad- 
vanced from 13.28 to 13.61, with the gen- 
eral list selling about 29 to 41 points 
net higher. Heavy stop orders were 
uncovered and after their execution the 
buying movement subsided somewhat, 
while realizing became more active, 
with last prices showing reactions of 
several points from the best. 

The bullish view of the Mexican sit- 
uation was again expressed around the 
ring and may have contribuTed to the 
advance, but the main factor was be- 
lieved to be the fear of small tenders on 
July contracts and the strength of 
spots on the revival of export demand.

New Orleans Rises 28 to 298 Points. 

New Orleans, June 22.—A strong up- 
ward movement and excited trading 
resulted in the cotton market today 
from the covering operations of shorts 
who appeared frightened by the strong 
positions into which July was drifting. 
The market was steady from the open- 
ing with prices at a small advance 
a? most of the morning session, 
and in the early afternoon bulged 
sharply, putting the trading months $2 
a bale over yesterday’s last quotations. 
Heavy profit taking followed this rise 
and the market reacted, closing at a 
net gain of 28 to 29 points. At the 
highest levels July was 37 points up and 
the new crop months were 41 up. 

The revival in the spot demand and 
the rise of local spot quotations to 13 
cents for middling, the weakness in 
ocean freights and the hone that lower 
rates would stimulate exports, an in- 
creasingly bullish view of the Mexican 
Situation and reports that strong in- 
terests were taking hold of the long 
side of the market, especially the July 
option, combining to create bullish sen- 
timent and create a demand for con- 
tracts. July shorts appeared particu- 
larly uneasy over the report that longs 
in that month would take up cotton 
on their contracts. 

In the early trading prices advanced 
4 to 8 points on good cables, but later 
fell off to about the level of yesterdays 
close on the forecast of fair weather 
for the belt.

Provisions lacked support. One of 
the reasons was the heavy delivery of 
lard on June contracts. It was said 
that the deliveries aggregated 2,000,- 
000 pounds.
